torians Mr. Iain Macleod in his 
Spectator review of he Churchill 
book last week, has dene just this.

And since Mr. Macleod is much too 
fly a politician not to know that the 
last thing the Tory' Party wants to 
do is to wash its dirty linen in 
public in Election Year, one most 
conclude that both he and the Press* 
which is giving so much publicity 
to his “revelations” in the Spectator^ 
have iheir reasons for wanting to let 
the Labour Party get in. It is, 
surely, difficult to draw any other 
conclusions from such strange be¬ 
haviour.

Last November* the Raleigh Industries 
at Nottin^am decided, that because of 
a faII-off in sales, to sack ttSO men. Ot 
this number, 25 men worked in the 
toolrooni and when the sackings were 
announced. Iheir mates in the section 
immed lately protested. The other 
sections put up no effective opposition 
and the other S25 men lost their jobs 

Then men in the toolroom are 
members of the Amalgamated Engineer¬ 
ing Union, whose national policy on 
redundancy is for a shorter working 
week instead of sackings and who have 
been negotiating along these lines since 
last November. The n^anagemcni rc* 
fused to accept the Aj^.U, policy and 
last week the talks brake down, The 
union was preparing to issue a 21-day 
notice of strike, hut the Compauy moved 
fasicj and gave the 25 men their notice. 
Following this, a mecimg was called by 
the shrjp stewards, afiei which all of 
Ihe men in ihc molrtiom came out 
on strike. 

the A.E.U, is backing the tool room 
men who me demanding thai ihe 
managemcni should rut the working 
hours tn absorb these 25 men. The 
hrm claims iliat ji is impracUcable lo 
work sluut lime and psilnts also to the 
fact ihai A.L.IJ, na-niheis in other 
^cliujis were saeked BBiSter. In these 
seel ions live AT.IJ. uwmbers were in a 
mimrrity and lUber unions uecepiGd ihu 
disrmssiiN. Kcri ciitiiiumn of 

Ihe looitmim stewards, said they bud 
plans to covur all depurtments (or a 
shorter working week. 

At u strikers’ mecung «n Friday, it 
was decided to nsk the luillwrighis to 
join them as this would prevent the 
(nanagemcni from pacing any toolroom 
work on lo ihcm The AT. LI. District 
CommlUlee is backing this move. An 
otfer from Raleigh find jobs for the 
25 men was greeted m iho rued i ng 
wilh derision, Ken Huotcy said, "We 
iifl know ihe type of Fhs those are. they 
have been advertised on and olT tor the 
last five years, conditions arc ao bad 
lhal no one will stay m them and it 


would mean a reduction of anything up 
to 75% of our cajTiings." 

A dispute of this nature attacks the 
very foundations of capitalist manage¬ 
ment, Raleigh Industries made a decis¬ 
ion to sack these men and this was im¬ 
mediately countered by the aciiorj of the 
A.E.U. members who challenged the 
management over an issue of control 
What this amounts to is lhal they ar^ 
claiming the conlrol of employment and 
it is the men at the point of production 
who are demanding that they should 
decide what happens when trade falls 
off. 

^Vork sharing is Lhe obvious solution 
to this problem. After alL why should 
some sutfer when, wilh work sharing 
and by reducing lhe working week by 
ftboui four hours a redundancy situation 
would be avoided. The toolroom work¬ 
ers have shown solidarity which is lack* 
ing among the men m the other sections, 
Here again we gel workers divided into 
dstferent unions, each jealous of one 
another, and this only weakens the rank 
and Jile and assists the management. 
Obviously there isn't any co-ordiiutiion 
at hhop'Roor level. Where are the joint 
ciuumiUecAi of shop slcwuids and wh^tt 
have they done lo solve the problem ot 
redundancy? It ia these organisairon^i 
which me based on the rank and Itle, 
lhal can rcsUi sackings. ActiiJn should 
Juive been biiliated in Novenibcr, no 
mill ter what the policy was of the other 
unionii. 

If this joint net I on had been organ¬ 
ised, then other rneri's jobs might have 
been saved. Although the toolroom men 
are putting up a giKul light, it could have 
been uiore effective tf the rank and fik 
had had a joint shop stewards’ organisii- 
tion. 


At the moment, a scab labour force 
of 60 is carrying on production and the 
250 strikers are demanding that these 
men be dismissed and that all of the 
strikers be reinstated. This week, tho 
strikers who are members of the Nat¬ 
ional Union of Dyers, Bleachers and 
Textile Workers, called for support in 
the form of strike action by the craft 
unions at the firni* 


All this lime these 250 men have been 
isolated. Not only has other labour 
been smuggled past picket lines, 1>ut 
union men have been scabbing. Support 
from other trade unionists should have 
been given in the first place. It is all 
right for lhe Yorkshire Federation of 
Trades Councils to express its support 
by this is not much help. These men 
need real soltdarity. not just pious words 
that mean nothing at all. 

All of the workers ai Denby should 
be out on strike for this is the way to 
bit the managcuTcnt, Financial support 
has been good and local people have 
shown sympathy by giving assistance, 
but even though this is good* the dis¬ 
pute must be extended if these mcD are 
not to remain isolated. P/L.

I think the iAory in this collection 
1 liked best was that of Baron Baggc.

Britain is too 
self-consciously homely, and fantasy 
lends in such an environment to assume 
a curiously ghasiij' quality. Americans 
lapse into w^himsy.

At least, if ihis story isn't true it 
was certainly presented as fact imlesis 
The Jet-Fropetled Couch was meant to 
be an elaborate spoof at the expense of 
psychology. It tells of the treatment 
of a young scientist, named in the book 
Kirk Alien, who is an atomic phy'sicist. 
He helped to make the bomb w*hich 
tortured to death many thousands of 
Japanese, and it now on some other 
equally diaboiicaJ project. His work is 
falling behind, and when questioned by 
his employers he apologises, saying that 
hr will try to spend more time on this 
planet. 

In other words he is stark, staring, 
raving mad. He believes that he spends 
only part of his time on Earth, the rest 
being spent in other parts of the 
universe, leading scientific expeditions 
and fighting wars. This delusion be 
acquired quite by chance in the course 
of a lonely and unhappy childhood, 
from reading a series of books rather 
similar to the Martian tales of Edgar 
Rice Burroughs. The hero of the series 
had the same name as he did, and he 
ended by launching forth from these

The three are trolley bus«, buses, and 
"loia^aos" Ti| trolky hmits are ^te 
rum very corafcmble. very clean and 
v-cry large; th^ are also pretty cheap, 
though not so ifeeap as the old dauky, 
bench-fitted iiiiis which they arc in¬ 
tended to replace, and which still serve 
Northem dlstriats in their stead. The 
buses are have Qikc the trcrfleysj 

driver and condactor, cost more to travel 
on. The loLa^os are smaller (and 
chiraper) buses,; usually old^ and ^ve 
a driver who alM> collects fares: standing 
is permitted onjtrolkys and bu^, but 
not on lotafaqk Lotacaos, and most 
buses, slop anyjfherc to pick up or put 
down, according; lo ihe need of the pas¬ 
sengers. The i^bttses are owned by 
companies, tutfeljy small, and the 
loiacaos by auitli companies or even 
singly by (hedi^er'-so there is a range 
of ownership frim the Stale iroileyi to 
the one-man-on# birs lotavaot. The most 
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efficient from the potMeoger's point of 
view is unquesitonably ti^ loiac#o. 
Their serv ice is extrmordinirtly cominu- 
ous, and gives the type of service which 
is most needed—are the fastest 
vehicles (hair-rauingly io: but moA 
have asionishingiy clever driven/, they 
always provide scaix, they Utsp any¬ 
where, and 01 rush hours there are 
queues of tfsem at terminus point* to 
Cuttle-service pas^ngers away. The 
buses are almost os good, ibou^ dearer, 
and the cooducton lave sometimes a 
Little of the petty ofilcul in them. The 
trolley's are very slow, stkkien for 
people wailing at stops and nowhere 
else, and notorious for leaving iwenty- 
nunule gaps and then making joumey^ 
in threes. One may not travel in them 
in shorts (ihcwis are standard dress in 
Copacabona and most bead) areas) and. 
a* the conductor is nt in the middle 
of the bus, one often only pasm him 
(and pays him) as one is getting off the 
bus. thereby causing more delay. Bang 
Earge, the troBeys are even Icm manoeuv¬ 
rable in the crowded streets than a snail 
irolicy-bus would be. Even if there 
were nany more of these, they would 
be an inferiof service to the t n i s^os 
(f must add the lola^ap* cofiUiwe to 
drive to and from the city weR Into tlw 
night, when they are empty or ohnosi 
itmpty).

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THE FALSE OUTLOOK 


anBouBcemeni of the govern- 
menfs mtcniioti to eeci retail 
price maintenance, follo\\mg hard 
on the propaganda war over trading 
stamps, has brought out yei another 
deluge of hypocrisy and stupidity 
from spokesmen of the interests 
affected, and deluded commentators 
who still cimg to the idea that gov* 
erameiii< and authorities are really 
interested in the welfare of the 
people. 

On the one hand the super 
markets are jubilant at the prospect 
of competition w'hich will free them 
to make greater profits, bin on the 
other ihe middle class shopkeepers, 
and their supponers in the Conser¬ 
vative party are lamenting the harm 
that the revision will cause them. 

The e:^traordinar)' feature of it all 
is the way in which so many people s 
minds are obviously geared to an 
approach to economics and politics, 
lo a system of judgments—the day 
to day life of the countiy^ which has 
nothing whatever to do with reality. 

Recently the writer overheard a 
train conversation between an 
elderly couple in which the woman 
said: '‘1 went into the butchers 
yesterday. They were selling fruit 
and lemonade and everything. 
Tisn't right you know, 'tisn*i right'*. 
Her husband a^eed that it was '^ah 


has a monopoly in mind. The point 
is that any discussion of the rights 
and wrongs involved in a subject 
like this is irrelevant as long as the 
ordinarv' people can do nothing 
about it. The public relations 
experts of the reiaiJing companies 
or the small shopkeepers' federations 
can talk themselves blue in the face 
about the benefits lo the man in the 
street if their views are pul into 
cfiect but the man in the street has 
no choice but to accept w^hat the 
capitalist class decides on, because 
he has no economic power. 

The vast majority of people want 
to buy their every-day purchases as 
cheaply as possible, but it is im¬ 
portant not to imagine that the pro¬ 
duce or services are in any way 
enhanced either by the governments, 
the snpermarkei tycoons, or the 
profit system of the sturdy English 
shopkeepers, who don’t actually 
want to put the clock back to J. S. 
Mill’s lime because they don’t realise 
it has moved on. Money, wages 
and prices would not be necessary 
in a free society, and it is always 
a good idea to try to think about 
economics without bringing them 
in- Tn other words it is worth 
while to think about a branch of 
economic activity in terms of the 
work put into lU the use of existing 
w^ealth and the amount of beneficial

they are doing useful work, work 
without which they cannot ap¬ 
preciate how^ society would survive, 
it is a natural right that society 
should provide them with a high 
standard *»' living. Now there is 
nothing exceptionable in a society 
w’hich possesses the maieriak and 
development for everyone of its 
memb^ to enjoy a high standard 
of living w^hen an individua! or 
group insists that it is their right- 
The h^'pocrisy latent in the shop¬ 
keepers’ approach is that on the 
whole lhe> are among the most 
violent opponents of workers' move¬ 
ments, w^hich. with considerably 
more justific^uon, set out to defend 
the rights of ordinary workers to a 
more comfortable and secure stan* 
dard of living. 

Our second objection to the claims 
of small shopkeepers to have ihdr 
inicresls defended by Jaw applies 
equally w^ell to the demands of the 
multiple stores that ihe law should 
be manipulated in their sectional 
interests. That is that when they 
claim that they intend to provide 
better service and cheaper goods for 
the consumer, they and the press 
which lakes their pan conlinL*e with 
the assumption that ihe capitalist 
method of producuon and distri¬ 
bution IS the only one conceivable. 


It is on this particular point that 
many people begin to introduce w^hai 
they consider to be ethical con¬ 
siderations Either they depict the 
small profits of the village shop-^ 
keeper as a kind of service charge 
for the work of distribution or point 
lo the enterprising man who rnerges 
two supermarket chains and knocks 
*‘2d. olf’ a poi of jam as a ruggea 
individualist who deserves the profit 
he makes through helping the con¬ 
sumers. These functions are only 
possible in a certain kind of society. 
The scN:iely in which the village 
shopkeeper and the local butcher 
who didn’t sell lemonade, were 
really viable, have passed away long 
ago, and it is fairly widely admitted 
that when a powerful businessman 
talks about compelilion he really 


putting it in the framework' 
modern capitalism. 

When that is done, it is the an¬ 
archist claim that the present system 
of production and distribution is 
about the most ineflScient one con¬ 
ceivable. and that in comparison 
with the facts that the people do 
not control the sources of pro¬ 
duction. the wastefulness of com- 
petition, the amount of effon pul 
into advertising and allied sales- 
manship, the difference between the 
prices of every-day commodities 
before and after any merger or act 
of parliament is oegligibie. , 

Our alternative is a very far- 
rcaching one, but the obstacle pre¬ 
venting its acceptance is not so 
much the problems involved in 
people living together in a non* 
authoriurian society soraeiitne in 
the fulure. but in frying them here 
and now^ from the false outlook 
w^bteh thinks in terms of fair profits 
and fair wages, and looks on 
financial wizards as useful and 
acceptable citizens. 

Production and distribution are 
essentially srKial activities, and an¬ 
archism involves convincing people 
of this and persuading them to take 
control and responsibility for it as 
part of the working of society. The 
altitudes of Ihe political parlies are 
largely jirelevanL but it is inter¬ 
esting to note in passing that the 
Tories having brought in the bilk 
I ^bour is opposing it: while an in¬ 
dividual Labour M P., Mr Stone- 
house brought in a private bill with 
the same object which the Conser* 
\atives opposed. The GnartHan 
quoted this as an example of British 
politics that the foreigner might find 
difiicult. The Ohserver with its 
w'orldly realism now seems to 
assume ihai parties are motivated 
chiefiy by the prospect of posver at 
the next election and commented 
accordingly, but neiiher of them 
explicity drew the attention of its 
readers to it as yet another example 
of the fact that in matters which 
affect the everyday life of real 
people, party ptililics is a complete 
farce PH,

REFLECTIONS 

,^REE-VV1LL means The ability to make 
deczsions withoui outside inierfer- 
ence. In present society the pressures 
of mass communications, religion, educa¬ 
tion. etc., all combine to influence 
peoples thinking although I suspect that 
the number of people who have ideas 
of their own but are unable to imple¬ 
ment them due to the nature of society 
is quite high. This lanicle is not con¬ 
cerned, however, with discussing whether 
men’s minds are free now but whether 
they could be free givm the most 
favourable circumstances in which to 
develop. In a socieiv of purest anarch) 
men could freely translate ideas into 
action but could those ideas ever be 
freely arrived at in the tirst place? Let 
us examine and discard some yf the 
more irrational fellers to human wifi so 
that wc may discover ihe limits, if any, 
within which it can uperute freely. 

To some people free wjl| is an im¬ 
possibility—a concepi for fools. The 
Greeks for instance believed that ihc 
Fates had weaved a web of destiny from 
which no man could escape. Few reli¬ 
gions have much Ufnt- for free will 
hi both Islam aiTd mainslreani Chrii- 
tiuniiy pre dcslinalion o fuel (key 
phriise ‘it is wriUcn*! ilthmigh Catholics 
follow ihe dtiubJc-lhifit vii Aquinas and 
rnamtatn thai even hj men are free. 
Hoih Greek and ChTHium world views 
hold that whatever yuu do, even by the 
most birenuous eJiurU. you arc only 
doing what forces greaicr than you 
nicani you lo da fi h hard lo disprove 
such ideas but they can be made (o look 
pretty silly by reflecting on ihe logical 
consequences, in a pJc.ordained world, 
of doing nothing al iiH.

factor in society and that by applying 
the dialectical process to history it was 
possible to forsee the broad outline of 
the future. He considered that just as 
the synthesis of feudalism and capitalism 
was the working class so the synthesis of 
capitalism and the working class would 
be revolution leading on to the classless 
society. He was adamant that a country 
must pass through a capitalist stage be¬ 
fore THE revolution could occur and 
considered anarchist ideas of peasant 
Risings as short cuts doomed to failure. 
It was imperative, he argued, that feudal 
coufUries such as Russia should undergo 
capitalism. But, as someone asked Lenin 
before 1917, if this wraj so why did he 
(Lenin) not cease revolutionary agitation, 
buy himself a top hat and help estab¬ 
lish capitalism. 

The dialectic view of hisiory is as 
good as any olher so Jong as rosy dreams 
of the future arc not used as Ihe basis 
of current activity, 19th century opiim- 
ism motivated Marx. The synthesis of 
capitalism and the working-class has not 
been revotution and the classless society 
hut apathy and the bingo hall. 

Having discarded the views of men as 
the playthings of Fate. God or iron 
economic laws wc arc left with him as 
he really is wdh his thoughts influeiiced 
hv environment, upbringing, heredity, 
instinct and public opinion. These five 
factors would exist in any society, iuth- 
. oritarian or free and it is vsithin their 
1 framework that free-will can exist. Con¬ 
fined though ihe area of freedom mav 
seem it leaves plenty of scope for im¬ 
portant decisions—like whether to have 
society based on fear, greed and force 
or on equity, peace and mutual consent 

The capacity for free-will varies 
great IV from person to person and hence 
S^lirnerism is useless os a husis tor a 
harmoni^nis society. For what prevents 
fsliriwrites from riding roughshod over 
each other or even l reading on each 
others toes, ts mutual respect. If they

Just for the Record 

Dear Eohor. 

I didn't reply to the two critics of 
my article on President Kennedy'^ assass¬ 
ination before, because neither of them 
seemed lo have undcrslocid it and I 
didn't want lo waste your space, but it 
may after all be worth clearing up a 
few points for the sake of the record. 

Firstly, when T said that "wc can't 
condemn someone who goes out and 
does what we just talk about.*' I was 
of course referring lo removing mlers^ 
not to killing people. The point is that 
we say we arc for the former and against 
the latter, but wc haven't yc£ found a 
way of doing the former without also 
doing the latter—which was what I 
said we should learn to do. 

Secondly, when I said thai President 
McKinley was killed by an anarchist, 

I was of course aware that many anar¬ 
chists have denied that Leon Czolgosz 
was an anarchisl, because the Free 
Society said five days before the assass* 
ination that he was a police spy, and 
because Walter Changing and Vernon 
Briggs said afterwards that he suffered 
from the delusion that he was an anar¬ 
chist. The point is that many accuse 
a good anarchist of being a police spy 
or of suffering from the delusion that he 
was an anarchist—and who is to ssy 
who is an anarchist? J would befieve 


■mage. 

Finally, when 1 wrote my article, 1 
wasn't trying to vilify Kennedy, to 
glorify assassination, to gain notoriety, 
or to speak for '"anarchism". The point 
is that anarchism is what anarchists 
think, and J said what f thought. 
Milward Casey and John Pilgrim 
shouldn't have attacked something they 
couldn't have understood.
